By 
impofts, excifes, and other duties, taxes 
are infenfibly paid, which if proportion- 
ably laid upon every individual, and paid 
in one fum out of an annual income, 
word be thought intolerable. The 
elergy, at all times, have been exetnpt 
from all taxes for their perfons or eftates 
under their own improvement, not mere- 
lv becoufe this was agreeable to the Le- 
vitical law *, but becaute they depended 
upon the people from vear to year for 
their fupport, and whatever was added 
to their annual expence by a tax, fo much 
malt have been added by the people to 
enable their minifters to pav it. After 
the vear 1645, impotts and excifes were 
introduced. Where the officers are an- 
nually eleéted by the people, one great 
odjection apaintt fuch duties, viz. the in- 
Hucnee fuch officers may have upon the 
People’s liberty, their Féions, can 
have ne place. 

Their military laws, at firft, were more 
fevere, every perfon being required to 
apoear in arms, in order for military ex- 
ercile, once every month. Some few per- 
fons in public cifice were only except- 
ec. This was afterwards leffened to 
eicht times in a year, and at length 
fo four, Every inhebitant was to be 
with arms and ammunition.

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nels were appointed to each regiment. 
This latted but a {hort time ; ever after 
they had one field-otficer only to every re- 
girnent, a ferjeant major; and a major- 
general for the whole. He was chofen 
by the freemen. The officers of the fe- 
veral companies, ordinarily, were cholen 
by the companies rei/peCively, and pre- 
fented to the general court for their ap- 
probation.

OUR readers are undoubtedly apprifed 
of the preat fervices the Hon. author 
bas done his country; but, till this nar 
rative appeared, they could have no idea 
of the bardfhips le fuffered. All that 
the public was informed of in general 
was, that Mr Byron failed inthe Wager, 
which was fitted out for Commodore An- 
fow’s expedition, ond was commanded by 
Capt. Cheap, who, being feparated from 
the (quadron, was fhipwrecked upon the 
inhotpitable coaft of Patagonia, and fuf- 
fered the moft inezpreilible miferies, not 
only from the climate, but the difobe- 
dience and unrulinels of his crew; one 
of whom [Cozens | he was obliged to kill 
with his own hand. Mr Byron attended 
his Captain bravely and faithfully in all 
the varied fcenes of his diitrcfs. His 
youth and vigorous conftitution enabled 
him to bear fhocks and fatigues whicl 
the bolde(t land man cannot read withe 
out fhrinking, and fuch as would appear 
infurmountable to human nature, were 
they not delcribed by truth aud experi- 

ence, 
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ence. Speckirg of the crew’s petting on 
fhore, the writer proceeds thus. 

The fcene was now preatly changed: 
for many who but a few minutes before 
had ihewn the Qonpett fions of defpsir, 
aid were on their knees proving for mer- 
ey; imagining they were now notin that 
mmedite davper, prew very riotous, 
broke open every cheft and boy thet was 
at hand, (love in the beads of coke of 
brandy and wine as they were borne up 
to the hatch-ways, and got fo Gronk, 
that feveral of them were drowned on 
board, and dav floating about the decks 
for fome davs after. Before the 
fhip, I went down to my cheft, which 
was al the bulk-head of the ward-reoim, 
m order to fave fome little motters, if pof- 
ible; but whiltt IT was there the thip 
thumped with fuch violence, and the wa- 
ter came i fo fatt, thet | wes forced to 
get upon the quarterdeck apain, with- 
out iaving 4 ingle rag but what wes upon 
my back.

It 
moft be contefled this was a preat and 
merciiul dehwerance frou immedi. te de- 
itru€ion; but then we had wet, cold, 
and hunger, to ttrugole with, and no vi- 
fibie remedy againit anv of thele evils. 
Exerting ourfelves, however, thouph 
fant, benumbed, and almoft helplet:, to 
tind fome wretched covert againit the ex- 
treme inclemency of the weether, we 
Cilcovered an Indian hut, at a {mall di- 
Rance fiom the beach, within a wood; 
m which as mony ss petible, without 
cilingion, crcuced ilemichves, the night 
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coming on exceedingly tempeftuous and 
ruiny. But here our Gtuation was fuch, as 
to exclade all reft and refrefhment by fleep 
from motiof uss for betides that we prefled 
On one another extremely, we Were not 
without our alirms and appreheniions ef 
being attacked by the [ndians, from a dif. 
covery we mace of fome of their lances 
and other arms in our hut; aod our un. 
certainty of their firength and cilpofition, 
p.ove alarm to our imapination, and kept 
Us anxiety. 

In this miterabie hovel, one of our 
comp.ony, a of invelids, died 
this mieit; and of thole who for want 
of room took theiter under a great. tree, 
which ftood them in very fittle ttead, two 
more per-thed by the feverity of that cold 
and rainy night. In the morning, the 
of hunger, which had been hither. 
to fupprefied by our atteation to more 
unmediate dangers and difmeuities, ‘ere 
now become too importunate to be refiil- 
ed. We had molt of us fatied cight and 
forty hours, fome more; i was tome, 
therefoie, to make inquiry among oure 
felves, what frore of juthenance bed been 
brought trom the wreck by the providence 
of fome, and what could be procured on 
the ulend by the in¢uitry ot otvers. But 
the produce of the one amounted to no 
niore than twoor three pousds of bileuit- 
Gult referved ta a aud el: the fuce 
cefs of thefe who ventured zhroad, the 
weather being hil exceedingly bad, was 
to kill one fea-gull, and pick fome wild 
fellerv. Thefe, therefore, were imme- 
diately put #to a pot, with the addition 
of a large ana of water, and made 
into a kind of foups; of which each pare 
took as farasit would go. But we had no 
fooner thrown this cown, than we were 
feized with the mott painful ficknels at 
our flomachs, violent retchings, fwoone 
ings, and other fymptoms of being pote 
funecd. This was imputed to various 
cauics, but im general to the herbs we 
made ule of, in the nature and quelity of 
which we fancied ourlelves mifteken. 
Bot a iittle farther inquiry let us into the 
real occzfion of it; which was no other 
than this: the bifcuit-duit was the {weeps 
inas of the bread-room, but tie bag m 
which they were put bad peen a tobacco- 
bag; the contents of which not being 
entirely taken out, what remained mixed 
with the bifcuit-cuft, and proved a froag 
einetic 

We were in all about 140 who had pot 
to fhore; but fome few remained {till on 
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board, detained either by drunkennels, 
ora view of pillaging the wreck ; among 
which was the boatiwain. Thele were 
vated by an odicer in the yawl, who was 
to endeavour to prevail upou them to 
jon the reft; but finding them im the 
greatest diforder, and dtooied to muti. 
py, he was oblived to trom his 
pit, and return without them.” 

Having with great citiculty fecured 
(ome previfions on hore, they found that 
the land they were fettled upon was about 
ninety leagues to the northward of the 
wettern mouth of the fttreights of Ma- 
gellan, ia the batitude of between 47 
and 48 S. from whence they could plain- 
ly fee the vait mountains calied Cordille- 
ras. Nothing could be more difcouraging 
than the whole appearance of the coaft, 
from an eminence which they very pro- 
periy termed Alount Mifery ; and their 
ciir-(ies were ageravated by the villany 
and dunkennefs of the crew. While 
they wcte endeavouring to fit out their 
for diicoveries, Uiey were vifit- 
ei by three ennoes of Indians, who, our 
ihioks, had never feen white peo- 
peberors, Pbete favapes (lays Mr By- 
ion) who upon their departure left usa 
few woul les, returned in two days. and 
furpriicd us by bringing three fheep. 
Frou whence they could procure thefe a- 
penis, ina parrot the world fo diftant 
from ony Sponith feitlement, cut off from 
ellewemunication with the Spaniards by 
al maccethble coaft and unprofitable coun- 
try, is to conceive. Certain it 
is, that we faw no (uch creatures, nor e- 
ver heard of any luch, fromthe tlreights 
of M gellar, til we got into the neigh- 
bouriood of Chiloes it mult be by fome 
accident thatthele creatures came 
into their potleviion ; but what that was, 
we never could learn from them, At this 
interview we bartered with them for a 
Com or two, which we roafled and eat. 
1) « few days after, they made us ano- 
ticr vinit, aud bringing their wives with 
tiem, took up their abode with us for 
deys; then again left us.” 

Tie Cilorders among the crew were 
every day inereafing 3 and the death of 
Mr Cozens, the mdthipman, whom the 
Captain thot ratlily and haflily, was fo 
fer trom reforming them, that it threw 
em aimot into open fedition and re- 
sort. “Phough Mr Byron treats the Cap- 
tain’s behaviour with great decency and 
tendernefs, yet we can by no means 
Vouk it was either amiable or humane : 


great allowances, however, thould be 
muede for his fituation, and the provoca- 
tions he received. The long-boat being 
faved from the wreck, all bands went to 
work to fit her for bearing the ttermy 
fea, and for lengthening her about 
twelve feet by the keel. While they 
were employed in this, and m= getting 
necetiary fubiitence, they were joined 
by about fitty Indians and their wives, 
who intended to fettle with thems: but 
the liberties which the failors took with 
the women, difguited the favages fo 
much, that they leli thei; alter which 
the dilirciles of the crew tor food became 
iniupportable, and theis number, which 
at firtt was 145, was reduced to 100, 
chiefly by famine. This increafed fo 
much, that our author was forced to 
confent to make a meal of a faithful In- 
dian dog he had; and three weeks af- 
ter, he was glad to devour bis paws and 
fkin. 

The fcheme of fitting out the long- 
boat till went on; and tome of the 
crew propoled to pals the ftreights of 
Magellan. But this defign was not ap- 
proved of by the Captain, who infiited 
upon their going noithwards, with a 
view of feizing a flip of the enemy. 
We cannot attend this brave offi- 
cer through ail his adventures, nor in 
the attempt which he and thirteen o- 
thers made in the barpe to profecute dif- 
coveries fouthwards. Eighteen of the 
ftoute(t fellows of the fhip’s company 
had formed themfelves into a cabal, and 
determived to go in the longhboat to the 
fouthward, by the treights of Magellan: 
but being oppoled in this defign by the 
Captain, they put him under arreit, on 
pretence of bringing bim to his” trial in 
Engiaud for the murder of Cozens. At 
lait it was determined to force the Cap- 
tain on board; and the crew, to the 
number of eighty-one, among whom was 
our author, were ciftributed into the 
longboat, cutter, and barge; but finding 
themfelves {traitened for room and pro 
vilions, they at Jatt left Capt. Cheap, Mr 
Hamilton of the marines, and the fur- 
geon, on the ifland, as they thought it. 
Mr Byron, finding the Captain left be- 
hind, took the firft opportunity of re- 
turning to him, with fome other failors, 
in the barge. Next day our author ap- 
plied to the longboat-crew, for bis own 
{hare of the provilions, and that of thofe 
who had gone off with him; but to no 
purpofe, About twenty remaining = 
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the Captain, they mutt have been ftar- 
ved, had they not hooked up three cafkks 
of beef from the thip; for the Indians 
refuled them all further fupples of provi- 
fions, becaule they had nothing to give 
them in exchange. Many erforts were 
now made to pet clear of the ifland; but 
the ftorm increaled fo that they were ob- 
liged to throw their beef and every 
thing overboard, to prevent finsing. A- 
bout Chriitmas they enceivoured once 
more to pet round a cape thev had often 
eflaved before, but without fueceis 3 and 
their fatipues were now fo augmented, 
thot they were indiiferent as to what 
befel them. Tlowever, they luckily kil- 
led fome feal, and yot fome theil-fith, 
which pave them sreat 

At latt they Jott their vawl, and our 
author Ws ol his evi to ferve on hoard the 
barge. Vhe next doy (fays he) being 
fomething more moderate, we ventured 
in with the barpe as near as we could to 
the fhore, ond our companions threw us 
fome teals liver; which having eat pree- 
dilvy, we were fe:zed with excetiive fick- 
neis, which aife ted us fo much, that our 
fkin pected off trom head to foot, 

Winilit the people were on thore here, 
Mr Hamilten met with a large feal, or 
fea-lion, and fired a brace of balls into 
him; wpen which the animal turned upon 
him open-moutied ; but prefently fixing 
his bayonet, he thru‘t itdown its throat, 
with a good pert of the berrel of the gun; 
which the creature bit in two, fremingiy 
with as much eae asif it had been a 
twig. Notwithftonding the wounds it 
recewed, it cluded all farther efforts to 
kill it, and got clear otf.”

“TIE truth of the circumftances of this 
cale was not doubted, when fo avow- 
ecly publifhed; and the reprefentation 
there piven of the treatment this matrofs 
received was fuch as would naturally oc- 
cur the ftate of the fads. A col- 
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lection of circumftantial remarks on the 
Dogor’s pamphlet appears however, ve. 
ry fevere indeed, authenticated by vouch- 
ers containing atieitations both civil and 
military, of a direct contrary nature; hy 
the aid of which, the Doctor is charged 
with the groffeft failities and mifiepretens 
tations under every article he has fhiteg, 
particularly with regard to the circum. 
ances of crucity by which the punith- 
ment of Blakeney was apgravated. Un- 
til therefore we know more of a recent 
matter fo oppofitely reprefented, the 
Dector is left in no very prace ful dilem- 
ma; fiom which it remains for him to 
extricate himiclf. Blakeney is here re- 
prefented as a turbulent fodtions man, 
who fingly, end alone, not as the repre. 
fentative of his corps, perfitted in main- 
taining charoes his officers, unjat 
in their nature, becaufe every order of 
government is conftantly inierted in the 
regimeital books, as the authority by 
which ftoppazes are made, which are 
read and underttood by the men of every 
company. The reafons of thele loppa- 
ges are here explained; of which foie 
are obligatory, and others voluntary ; 
and upen Brakeney’s contumacious man- 
ner of urging his complaints, be was 
fentenced to a punifhment provided by 
the articles of war. It is alfo infitted, 
that he had every fatisfacion given on 
each head of his complaint; that the 
proceedings were repular and confittent ; 
and that the punifhment, neceflary for 
prefervinyy peace in the corps by ftigma- 
tizing a faétious member of it, was exe- 
cuted gotallp void of all thofe revengeful 
opprobrunms infifled on ty Dr Lucas. 

The cate of Blukenev, after all, 
pears neverthelefs rather bard. Blike- 
ney’s compl.int Mates twelve articles of 
grievance; one was by the court admit- 
ted to be fo, yet was the apgrieved plsin- 
ttk fentenced to a very fevere punifhment 
indeed, for profecuting a vexatious and 
groundlefs complaint! Our military a- 
pologitt however juttifies this from a cale 
Which he ttates in the feliowing terms. 

 Suppofe a perfon tried in a civil 
court for three diilerent crimes, and on- 
ly convicted of two of them; woold tt 
be unjutt and Wepel to punith bim for 
thofe two, becaule he was acquiited ol 
the third >” 

This cafe the author produces 2s ap- 
plicable to the prefent fubject. Had 
Blakeney been the defendant, profecuted 
fer thele articles of complaint again/t 
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him, it might have fuited ; but the cafe 
is really inverted; for here the officers 
being acquitted, by their own verdict, of 
eleven articles they were charged with, 
and convicted by their own confetlion of 
one, this cale only proves, fey ought to 
be punithed for that one. But to take 
the initance in its real circumftances ; as 
the officers did not punifh themfelves in 
the grievance confefled, and Blakeney 
was to be content with bare redieis, e- 
quity would require they fhould allo have 
been fatistied with juitifying themicives 
as to the rett. 

Moreover, as to another article, re- 
fpecting falfe mufters this, though 
joltitied by the court-martial on the plea 
of prelcription, indulging officers in the 
liberty of muttering their fons, which is 
practiced with the allowance of com- 
mancers in chief; yet cuftom cannot in 
equity juttify any practice myjurious to o- 
thers, even though carried on with the 
content of the commander in chief. 

Again, the Doétor charges the court 
with fupprefling an article of complaint, 
founded on a charge made for the con- 
vevanice of the foldiers pay, which thev 
previoufly fatisfied by an ex pofi facto 
revburfement. N° 2. of the Appendix 
is referred to as an anfwer to this com- 
plant: but rather unluckily ; for thous. 
Robinfon as adjutant, exculpates 
fen/oaf from this affair, his depofition 
lives it on the commanding officer, who 
actually ordered the reftitution, which 
ine acjutant acknowledges to have made. 

On the whole, however, Dr Lucas has 
much to anfwer 3 and from the variance

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HISTORICAL AFFAIRS. 
POLAND. 


“Frontiers of Poland, Fune 4. The 
Rufian troops feem at length to carry 
elt before them. The Confederates have 
jt near yooo men by the taking of 
Rar. Upwards of 2000 have undergone 
the fame fate, by attempting to relieve 
the town of Brzedeyckcew. Sixty-nine 
cannons, ten mortars, and fix ftandards, 
are te trophies of the victors. —— We 
ere atiured that Prince Repnin has re- 
ceived 4 courier, with the news, that 
the firit column of the Ruffian army, 
under the command of Gen. Romanzow, 
and which confilts of 50,000 men, is ale 
ready arrived at Bialacerkiew.” 

“Iorfiw, Fune 8. The Great Cup- 
bearer. Potocki, chief of the Confedera- 
cy of or Treubow], after beating 
afmall body of Rufliins, and receiving, 
in his turn, a check, by which the great- 
e(t part of his people were difperfed, at- 
tended by as many of them as he was a- 
ble to rally, took refuge in Moldavia ; 
Where he was joined by his brother, who 
waited for him with the artillery, and 
fome hundred troops. There he not on- 
ly found an afylum, but was even per- 
mitted to traverfe freely, with arms and 
baggage, part of that province, and the 
territory of Choczim, by which means he 
took the Ruilians, who bad purfued him, 
inthe rear, and after a new engage- 
ment, which was pretty bloody, got to 
Bar, where he joined the other Confe- 
derates. The Ruflian commander has 
written to the Hotpodar of Moldavia, 
and the Bathaw of Choczim, complain- 
iy of their receiving the Polifh fugi- 
tives. —- We juft now learn, that Count 
Potocki has obtained another advantage 
over the Ruilians, on the 28th or agth 
lait, near Bar, of which the following 
we the particulars. Gen. Krefchetnikoff 
hoving drawn near Bar, intrenched him 
iclf there, while he waited the arrival 
oT tome tuccours that were to be brought 
bin by Gen. Apraxin. Count Potocki 
Judging it of importance not to afford 
(ime for the coming up of thefe rein- 
lorcements, divided the troops of the 
General Confederacy into feven bodies, 
put himfelf at the head of one, conceal- 
ed the reit, and went and aitacked the 

oflans in their intrenchments. The 
commander of the latter, thinking the 
Confederz 

tcerates to be only few in number, 
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contented himfelf with ordering a part 
of his troops to advance; whole artillery 
made fome flavghter among the Confe- 
derates; but the divifions which had 
been concealed, fuddenly attacking the 
Ruifians on all fides, Gen. KreichetnikoiF 
was obliged to draw all his forces out of 
their intrenchments. The a&ion then 
became very fharp. The Contederates 
loit, at firft, upwards of 15009 men; but 
foon redoubling their courage, they fell 
upon the Ruifliins fiword-in-hand, and 
gained fo greatly the advantage, that 
the lofs of the Roflians now exceeds 
theirs by at leaft one half. 

A new confederacy is formed in the 
palatinate of Kalifch, in Great Poland. 
The Sieur Rydzintki, chief of it, bas o- 
pened the undertaking, by carrying olf 
three companies of the republic’s troops, 
which were in garrifon in the capital of 
that palatinate.” 

*¢ Warfaw, Fune 11. We hear that 
two new confederacies are lurmed, one 
at Kein, in Great Poland, and the other 
in Samogitia. The Emprefs of Ruflia, 
looking on the Confederates as diflurbers 
of the public tranquillity, has relolved 
to make her troops a¢t againft them with 
more vigour than ever, as appears by a 
declaration juit delivered by her ambaf- 
fador to the King and Republic.” 

Warfaw, Fune 15. There is anew 
confederacy formed at Profnowick. The 
noblefle going to church there, as ulual 
before the opening of the dietine, as 
foon as mafs was faid, one of the nobles 
gave afignal, whereupon tbey all drew 
their fabres. One of the members of the 
regency demanded to know, What this 
meant ? to which they aniwered, [Ve are 
going: to confederate. “The coniequences 
of {uch a ftep were reprefented to them 5 
but to no purpofe, for they cried out 
with more venemence, Confederacy 
Confederacy! They were efked, If they 
wanted to rebel again/? te King ? No, faid 
they, if the King chufes to join us, we will 
joim him; and all the nobies here prefent 
muft fizn this infirument, (producing the 
act of confederacy): after which they 
obliged them all to fign the act. The 
news of the noblefie of Samopitia being 
confederated, is confirmed.” 

“ Warfaw, June 15. Prince Repnin 
has declared to Meff. La Roche and Saul, 
refidents from Moldavia and Wallachia 
at this court, that the conduct of Col, 
Weifman, in purfuing the Polifh rebels 
into Moldavia, was abfolutely contrary 
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to the orders of his court; that there- 
fore the Colonel, thouoh he had render- 
ed himtelf commendable to her huperial 
Mojeity, weuld be put under arreit, and 
turned out of his poft; and that they 
miphe inform their Princes, aud the Ot- 
soman Porte thereof, whilitt he fhould at 
the fame time fend notice of it to the 
Rofian minifer at Conttantinople.” 

“ [Varfaw, Fuse 18. The day before 
ve(terday, advice was brought here, that 
the Ruffians had beaten the Confede- 
rates of Great Poland, under the com- 
trnand of the Sieur Rvdzinfk:, and in 
pumber about 3000, part of whom had 
efcaped into Stletia; and that on this 
eceafion the town ot Pildry was reduced 
to afher.” 

* Warfaw, Fune 18. The King has 
ordered the univerfalia to be iffued for 
holding the diet. —On the roth of this 
month the Trealury gave public notice, 
that a pardon will be granted to the 
Barfhal of the Confederacy of Great 
Poland, and all his partifans, provided 
they furrender in three weeks, and 
make fubmition their fault.”

tinue the pleckace of Cracow, without 
Hhavinp vet thrown one cannon-ball into 
the city, in hopes that it will foon be 
seduced by famine. — We this moment 
received advice, that the Ruflian peneral 
Prozorowfki his beaten a corps of the 
Confederates of Bar, and made 360 prie 
foners, among whom is M. Dobiecki, 
their commander.” 

** Londov, Faly 19. We are told by 
Fetters from Woartaw, that tuch malice 
is entertained by certain pentlerren a- 
painit the city of Thorn, that they even 
openly vow venpeance, and threaten to 
lay it in athes, becaute, as they pretend, 
the plan of all the advantages granted to 
the Pretettants in the late diet was 
formed in that citv. They are taking 
there ali the precautions epainft a ture 
pife, and fome companies of burghers 
agtucliv mount puard on the ramparts. 
Thefe letters add, that a Ruflian 
ethoer, who had been fent exprets to 
Joly, was returned, and reported, 
that the Bathaw of Choczim, who feem- 
ed too much to foveur the Confederates, 
bad been arsvefled by order of the Otto- 
man corrt; erd thet a certain French- 
nan, named Jv, who bad been fome 
time in the Crimea, wes ordered to de- 
camp immediately, and ne more to fet 
foot on the territory of tue Grand Sig- 
per,” 
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“ Warfaw, Fuly 9. At a time when 
we hoped to fee the public tranquillity 
reftored by the confederacies not being 
able to ftand their ground, we have re. 
ceived advice of an event which may 
prove more fatal than any confederacy, 
Ti is, that the peafants of the Greek 
religion in Polifh Ukraine, and in the 
province of Kiovia, have taken up arms, 
and committed great outrages. Thefe 
people having been formerly ill ufed by 
tne nobles and gentlemen, and by the 
Jews whom they employed as ftewards 
of thetr eftates, and alfo by the eccle- 
fiattics, are now taking their revenge of 
them al], treating them with great cruel. 
ty, plundering their eftates, and even 
putting tome of them to death. They 
could not revolt fooner with any profpect 
of fuccefs, becaule the centlemen were 
provided with men and arms to defend 
thermelves, but both thefe being taken 
oif by the Confederates of Bar, the pea- 
fants looked upon this as the heft oppor- 
tunity they could take to rife: And ine 
deed they have met with no refiftance, 
It is not doubted that the court of Ruf- 
fia will fend a body of their troops to 
fupprefs this infurre@tion as foon as it 
coines to their knowledge.” 

A letter dated from the borders of the 
Vitluia, July io. fays, ‘* The atfasirs of 
Poland are prowing worfe. The peafants 
of the Ukraine, or Coffacks of the Greek 
religion, are taking advantage of the 
prefent tronbles, to revenge, as they 
pretend, fome injuries they received. 
They murder all the Catholics and Jews 
which fall into their hind>, without fpa- 
ring even women and children. Whole 
flarcfties, diftri&s, towns, and villages, 
have been already facked and burnt. Iu 
fhort, the devaftation they are making 
1s beyond all defcription.”

Hague, Fuly 1. The King of Den- 
mark arrived at Utrecht in the night be- 
tween Mond+y and Tuefday aft.

It is unnecetlary to delcribe the feel- 
ings of the nation in confequence of this 
animating harangue. It is fufficient to 
fay, that we are atl ready to facrifice our- 
felves for our liberty and independency = 
and if France does not fend a very preat 
force againtt us, fhe will meet with more 
refittance than fhe probably expe&ts. If 
indeed that great nation fhall exert all 
her power to crutly our little (tate, and 
if no other nation fhall give us any (up- 
port, we muit fall a facritice to tyranuy. 

There are many among us who imagine 
that G. Britain is not inattentive to the 


underttand that there is a generous 
for our caufe in the people of England, 
we are not without hopes of aililtance

Laft Friday fe’nnight, towards even- 
ing, the orficers of the cuftoms for this 
port, made a feizure of a floop belonging 
to ond lying at the wharf of John Han- 
cock, Elq; which vefiel was improved as 
a flore to put fome barrels of oil on 
board, there being no room in the own- 
e:’s tlore on the wharf.

And it would be highly 
for me to make a requisition to 
him to remove from this harbour, whea 
I know be is ftationed here by a tupenor 
Officer, and cannot remove fron hence 
but by bis orders.

At this adjournment the Town ap- 
pointed another Committee to prepare 
inflructions for their repretentatives, at 
this alarming crifis; and further adjourne 
ed to Friday the i7th.

or controul ; to fee the Jitthe circulating 
cai thet remained among us for the fup- 
port of our trace, from time to tine 
traniitted to a dittant country, never 
to retuuo 3 or, what in our eftimation is 
worie, if poflible, appropriated to the 
maintenance of fwarms of officers and 
penloners in idlenels and luxury, whoie 
exatiple bas a tendency to corrupt our 
Morals, and whole arbitrary dilpofitions 
Wil trample on our rights, 

Under oil thele misfortunes and <fil'c- 
tions, however, it is our tized refolution 
to tigate our loyalty and duty to our 
Mott Gracious Sovereign, a reverence 
aid duc fuburdination to the Britith Par- 
Jament as the fupreme legiflative in ail 
coles of neceflity, for the prefervation of 
the whole empire, and our cordial and 
huceve tor our parent-country ; 
end to wre our utmoft endeavours for the 
Preiervation of peace and order among 
Curiclves, waiting with anxious expecta- 
tou, tor a favourable anfwer to the pe- 
Hons and folicit tions of this continent, 
dir Veliet. At the fame it ts our 
Viailereble refolution, at all times, to 
élert and vindicate our dear and inva- 
Juable rights and liberties, at the utmoft 
huzerd of our lives and fortunes; aud we 
beve atulland rational confidence that 
ho cefigns formed againft them will ever 
Power, 

Thct fuch defions have been formed, 
and are flill in being, we have reafon to 
éfpprehend. A multitude of placemen 
penfioners, and an enormous train 

'nceriings and dependants, al! novel 
sols country, we have {een already. 
Leer imperious tempers, their rafh, in- 
Con'derate, end wezk behaviour, are 
Well known, 
itis fituation of ffuirs, feveral arm- 
and among the reit his Ma-

es we believe, by the exprefs epplication 
f Ue board of commifioners, with de- 
‘e0 to overawe and terrify the inhabi-

wharfs. 

But paffing over other irregularities, we 
are aflured, that the last alarming act of 
that fhip, wiz. the violent, and in our 
opinion illegal feizure of a veflel lying at 
a wharf, and cutting of her fafts, and 
removing her with an armed force in a 
hoftile manner, urder the proteétion of 
the King’s thip, without anv probalile 
caufe of feizore that we know of, or in- 
deed any canfe that has ever yet been 
made known, no libel or profecutioa 
whatever having yet been ioltituted a- 
her, was by the exprefs order or 
regueft ia writing of the board of com- 
mifhoners to the commander of that fhip. 

In aldition to all this, we are conti 
nually alarmed with rumours and reports 
of new revenue-a4ts to be patied, new 
importations of officers and penhoners to 
fuck the hfe-blood of the body-politic 
while it is freaming from the veins, freth 
arrivals of fhips of war to be a {till fe- 
verer re(traint upon our trade, and the 
arrival of a military force to dragoon us 
into paflive obedience, orders and requi- 
fitions tranimitted to New York, Halt- 
fax, and to England, for regiments and 
troops to preferve the public peace. 

Under the diftrefies arifing from this 
flate of things, with the highe!t 
dence in your integrity, abilities, and 
fortitude, you will exert yourfelves, Gen- 
tlemen, on this occafiow, that nothing 
be left undone that may conduce to our 
relief ; and in particular we recommend 
it to your confideration and difcretion, 
in the firft place, to endeavour that im- 
prefles of all kinds may if poflible be 
prevented. There is an aét of parlia- 
ment in being, which has never been 
repealed, for the encouragement of the 
trade to America. We mean the act 69 
Aon. cap. 37. § 9. where it is enacted, 
* That no marmer, or other perfon who 
fhai! ferve on board, or be retained to 
ferve on board, any privateer, or trading 
{hip or vefiel that flail be employed in 
any part of America, nor any mariner, 
or other perfon, being on fhore in avy 
part thereof, fhall be liable to be im- 
prefled, or taken away by any officer or 
officers of or belonging to any of her 
Majefty’s fhips of war, impowered by the 
Lord High Admirel, or any ether perfon 
whatloever, unlefs fuch perfon fhall have 
before ceferted from fach fhip of war 
belonging to bef Majefly, at any 
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waiter the rath day of February 1707, 
upon pain that any officer or officers fo 
mppreiling or taking au wy, or caufing to 
be impretied or taken away, any mari- 
ner or other perlon, contrary to the te- 
nor and true meaning of this a@, fhall 
forfeit to the matter, or owner or owners 
of any fuch fhip on veilel, Twenty Pounds 
for every mon be or they fhell fo iniprets 
or take; to be recovered, with full cofts 
of fuit, in anv of her Mojetty’s domt- 
nions."—— So that anv imprefles of any 
mariner, from eny veflel whatever, ap- 
pears to be in died violation of an act 
cf parliament. In the nezt place, itis 
cur delire that you inquire and ule vour 
encearvours to promote parliomentary 
inguiry fer the euthors and propagators 
of fuch alarming rumours and repoits as 
we have mentioned before; and whether 
te con miflioners, or env other perfons 
whatever, have really wiote or folicited 
for troops to be tent here from New 
York, Eopland, or elMewhere, 
aid tor whatend 3 und that you forward, 
thank te expedient, inthe houte of 
Reoielentativce Feu lutions that every 
fach pecton who thall fohecit er promote 
the Th rt ti ot troops at this time, 
wanenemy te this town and province, 
and a citurber of the peace and pood or- 
wer of both.”

the hne, which Sir William Jobnifon is 
negotiating, will foon be effeéted, and 
the controverfies ended between the In- 
Cians ond the exterior inhabitants of the

ant, in the (um of one theufand pounds, 
with two fufficient fureties in five bun- 
dred pounds each. And it is laftly or- 
dered, That he, the fuid defendant, be 
now remanded to the cuftody of the faid 
Marflial, tobe by him kept in fafe cu- 
flodv, in execution of this jucgement, 
and until be thall have paid the fad tune, 
and piven fuch fecurity as aforeford.

return the next day, and fearing {hill 


greater outrages from their turbulence, 
applied to the magiltrates for afliftance ; 
and a party both of horfe and foot guards 
was ordered to be in conttant readinefs 
to pive every neceilary fupport to the 
civil authority. 

Next day, as the marfhal fu!pected, 
the mob came, increafed greatly in num- 
ber, to St George’s fields, ex lair ing, 
as before, [Wilkes and Liberty; ond 
pearing, not only from the circumttince 
of their inc:eale, but from the tenor of 
their exclamation, to be Ceternined up- 
ona repetition of their outrapes, the 
mapiitrates, attenced bv the. guards, 
Judged it abfolutely neceflury to ftand 
forth for the prefervation of the peace, 
the honour of the laws, and the fecurity 
of povernment. Among the magiftrates 
thus difcharging their duty, Mr Gillam 
was very much diflinguilhec. —He ez- 
poituloied in the gentleft terms with te 
populace, on the Ganeers which were 
likely to arife from fuch an illegal af- 
fembly, and mide wie of every argument 
to difperfe them, which cou’d be oifered 
by resfon, or urged by humanity. —Un- 
happily, however, his expe tons, as 
well as thefe of the other juctices, were 
whol'y difregaided ;-—they preached to 
the winds, —cand were recuced to the 
Gilopreeable neceflity of reading the pro- 
chimation. But though the confequences 
were fully explaimed to the incontiderste 
rioters, though they were informed, thet 
who remoined an hour after the prox 
climation was read, weuld be guilty of 
felony without benetit of clergy, they 
were as inienfible to threats as to ee 
hortations, and not only hified, 
ed, ard reviled the foldicrs, who ended: 
voured to fceatter then, but attually 
threw ftones et the mepillrates.— They 
were then told, that the guards would 
certeinly be ordered to fire, uniefs they 
cefitted from fuch wanton, {cane

James Murphy, and James Duggan, for 
the murcer of J bn Beatie, afuilor, were 
hanged, at Tyburn, July and on 
the 26th, john Grainger, Doeniel 
Claike, alias Ciaric, Richard Cornarell, 
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Patrick Lynch, Thomas Murrey, Peter 
Flaharty, and Nicolas M‘*Cabe, for fhoot- 
ing willfully at Mr Green, in his houle 
at Shadwell, were hanged in Sun-tavern 
fields, Shadwell. 

Profecutions are comimeneed for pu- 
blithing and vending the North Britons, 
No. 50. & 51. and the North Briton 
Extraordinary, No 4. On the roth of 
June, Priden and Wiiliams, venders of 
the North Briton Extraordinary, No 4, 
pave bail for their appearance. Bingley, 
for publifhing the North Briton, No s1, 
having refuled to give bail, upon a fup- 
pofition of the illegahty of the proceede 
ings apain{t him, an attachment was fer- 
ved upon him, and he was committed to 
Newgate on the 11th of June. 

Ta June and July confiderable damage 
was done in different parts of the king- 
dom by thunder and lightning, and by 
the {welling of brooks and rivers. 

The Do!phin man of war, Capt. Wal- 
lis, arrived in the Thames about the 20th 
of May from another voyage round the 
world Exxvili, 329.]. A new ifland is 
faid to have been difcovered by them in 
the South feas, large, fertile, and ex- 
tremely populouse——The following ac- 
count is given of it by one of the people 
on board, 

We came to an anchor in a fafe, 
fpacious, and commedious harbour, where 
we jay about fix weeks. From the be- 
haviour of the inhabitants, we had rea- 
fon to believe we were the firft and 
only fhip they had ever feen. 

The tirtt day they came along-fide with 
a number of canoes, in order to take pol- 
fefien of our fhip. There were two di- 
vilions, one filled with men, and the o- 
ther with women. Thefe laft endeavour- 
ed to engage the attention of our failors, 
by expofing their beauties to their view, 
whilft the men from the canoes threw 
great quentities of ftones, by which lee 
veral feamen were hurt.—However, a3 
they had no kind of weepons, they were 
foon beat off, and a few vollies of fimell 
arms obliged them to retire in great con 
fufion. 

The day following a party well armed 
was fent on fthore with the watering: 
cafks ; and cur people at the topmaft- 
head difcovered, by the help of theif 
glafles, prodigious numbers of the natives 
flocking from al) parts towards the wae 
tering-place, in order to furround the 
party: upon which a Gignal was made 
jor them to come en beard, and geri 
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the watering-cafks. was no fooner 
done, than the Dolphin was attacked by 
greater numbers than the day preceding; 
which reduced us to the difugreable ne- 
ceflity of firing fome of our great guns at 
them, charged with prape-fhot; and 
fome puns with ball were allo fired up 
the country, which knocked down fome 
of their houfes, f-lled feveral trees, &c. 
and ftruck them with {uch awe, that 
they now looked on our people as more 
than human, fince their houfes could not 
fhelter them, nor diitance take thein out 
of the reach of our fhet. 

Thev immediately fhewed the greateft 
defire of being at peace with us, and did 
net feem to refent the killing a number 
ol their poeple, as they now appeared to 
be fenfible, that we had only made ule of 
thofe dreadful engines againft them, 
When their rafhnefs had forced us to it. 

We took potieflion of the ifland in his 
Majeity’s nanie, and called it KING 
GEORGE’s LAND. Jt lies about twen- 
ty degrees fouthern Jatitude. During 
the remainder of our ttey, we conti- 
nued to trade with the natives in the 
mof amicable manner, giving them nails, 
buttons, beads, and trinkets, in ex- 
change for frefh provifions, which we 
were great!y in want of. 

The natives are in general taller and 
ftouter made than our people ; and are 
moitly of a copper colour, with black hair; 
others are fairer, efpecially the women, 
ef whom we obferved to be red-haired. 
—It does not appear that they know the 
wie of any one metal whatever. —When 
the grape-fhot came among them, they 
dived after it, and brought up the pieces 
of lead. They {wim like filh, and can 
remain a long time under water.—They 
were cloathed with a kind of ftuff made 
oi the bark of trees, fome red, foine yel- 
Jow ; its texture refembles that of coarfe 
thick paper, and cannot refit wet. Be- 
fides the large ifland,ethere are feveral 
levler ones, which have been named 
Charlotte Wand, Glocefter ifland, Bof- 
em ifland, Keppel iflaud, Walis ifland, 

The ifland to which was piven the 

Name of Aing Georges land, was governed 
v a Queen, to whom the natives feemed 
to pay the utmoft reverence, ag they o- 
beyed not only her words, but even her 
looks and geftures. She exprefled the 
moit lively forrow on our leaving the 
iland ; and the thing fhe did, was 
to take the crown from her own head, 
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and prefent it to Capt. Wallis. It hus 
been carefully preferved, and is to be 
piefented to her Majetty of G. Britain. 

The inhabitants of the new-dilcovered 
ifland are pretty much civilized, confi- 
dering that the arts have made but little 
progrefs among them, and that they are 
unacquainted with the ule of any metals, 
noteven of iron. From tome circumftans 
ces, we had reafon to imagine, that the 
King of the ifland was killed in the attack 
the fecond day: the Queen was cloathed 
in red, which we found was the mourning 
of the country.—’ Lis impeflble to de- 
fcribe the beautiful profpects we beheld in 
this charming {pot 5 the verdure is as fine 
as that of Enplaud, there is great plenty 
of live {tock, and it abeunds with all the 
choiceft productions of the earth.” 

‘© London, Fune 24. The feamen wha 
went round the world in the Dolphia 
man of war in her laft voyape, and who 
had petitioned the King for an additional 
pay, were ordered to attend the admi- 
ralty for an anfwer; and on Thurldav 
fennuight, we are iuformed, a few of 
them, who were deputed by the whole 
body, attended, with the mafter of that 
fhip ; when they were told, Chat if they 
would ferve on board the puardflips at 
the different ports, tuitable notice would 
be taken of them with refpe& to premo- 
tion; but that, with regard to any addi- 
tional pay, Capt. Wallis was told before 
he failed, that no fuch encouragement 
would be piven; that although they quo- 
ted Commodore Byron’s voyage as a pre- 
cedent, yet it argued nothing in their 
favour, fince the undertaking at that 
time, was deemed a de!perate one he ha- 
ving neither charts, maps, or authentic 
directions for governing himielf by, nor 
were the officers and people in the leaft 
apprifed of the undertaking; while, on 
the contrary, thofe who went on the fee 
cond voyage, had not only the materials, 
fuch as the charts, maps, and log-books, 
of the firft voyage, as well as a pilot, 
who had been upon that voyage; but 
that all of them were well acquainted, 
at the time they imbarked, that their en- 
terprife was intended for the South fea. 
Thefe arguments, we hear, have had the 
defired eifea.” 

On the roth of June, the Carcafe 
homb-fhip, with a ttorefhip, arrived at 
Spithead from Faulkland ifland [xxviti. 
329]. The Carcafe fated with the Dol- 
phin for the coaft of Patagonia, and was 
fuppofed to have been loft.

A- 
bout three weeks ago the following inhu- 
man affair happened at Gamery [another 
name for Gardenftown} near Banff: A 
woman who went about the country, 
pretending to tell fortunes, was fulpea- 
ed of having ftole fome cloaths ; on whicty 
fhe was feized by the mob, dragged 
along the ftreets, and carried down to 
the fhore, where they ducked her moft 
unmercifully, tying her by the hands to 
the trams of a cart, by which they houtt- 
ed her up and down into the water. 
This barbarous exercife they coitinu- 
ed fo long, that fhe would have died 
among their hands, if fome more humane 
than the reft had not interpofed, and un- 
loofed her.

The counter Story.

Prof. The next defence ftated for the 
pannel was, That, by the eftablifhed prac 
tice of the criminal court, every profecution 
muft be brought, either at the inftance 
of his Majefty’s advocate, or in the name 
of a private party having intereft; but 
that the prefent profecution was brought 
by private paties, who qualify no inte: «(t, 
and who conclude merely ad vindidtam 


publicam. 


‘he counfel for the pannel feemed to 
lay their chief ftrefs upon this plea, and 
fpoke to it at great length. They ob- 
fered, that, even in republics, the bad 
confequences erifing from admitting po- 
polar attions were very foon difcovered ; 
that, in order to prevent thefe confe- 
quences, an oath of calumny was firft 
invented; and that not being fufficient, 
the /ub/criptio in crimen, by which the 
profecutor bound himfelf to fuffer the 
panifhment of the law in the event of 
his failing to convict the pannel, was 
found neceflary to put a ftop to wanton 
and vexatious ations; that this laft re- 
medy, however, came not only to be a 
complete bar to falfe accufations, but 
likewile a total prohibition of profecutions 
at the inftance of private perfons, no man 
being willing to venture his life and for- 
tune in bringing to punifhment a criminal 
who had done bim no perfonal injury, how- 
ever beneficial it might be to the {tate to 
have the criminal deftroyed; and therefore, 
in all modern governments, it was an 
eftablifhed fyftem to reje& popular ac- 
fons; that, in England, though every 
Man may prefent a bill to a grand jury, 
yet that jury muft find the bill true, be- 
fore a perfon acenfed of a crime can be 
brought to a petty jury ; and that no in- 
formation can be filed, in matters crimi- 
nal, but by the Attorney-General, ex 
(ficio, or upon leave given by the court ; 
that, ‘n this part of the united kingdom, 
the King’s Advocate ftands in place of 
the grand jury; and that, although he 
cannot refufe his concurrence to a party 
having intereft to profecute, no example 
can be given of a private profecution ha- 
ving been fuftained in this court, except 
Where an intereft, either in property, 
perfon, or charaéter, has occurred ; that 
the furtaining the titles of the preient 
Pro'ecutors, would be allowing a prece- 
dent for thefe popular 2@ions, which the 
laws and conititution of this kingdom

have fo wifely endeavoured to reftrain ; 
and that the criminal court in that event 
would be harefied with an infinity of 
wanton and groundlef profecutions. 

In anfwer to this, the profecutors will 
readily admit the fuperior wifdom of mo- 
dern governments, in appointing a calum- 
niator publicus, for the profecution of pu- 
blic crimes, and in re(training thole who 
can qualify no intereft, mere than any 
ether individual, from maintaining cri- 
minal profecutions; but, at the fame 
time, they apprehend, that it would be of 
equally dangerous confequence, to con- 
fine what is called an interett within too 
narrow limits, elpecially in crimes which 
have an immediate tendency to affect the 
well-being of the conftitution ; and it 
will appear, upon reflection, that the 
doétrine laid down by the pannel goes 
too far. 

It will not be denied that a fon, or 
any other near relation, is intitled to pro- 
fecute, in his own name, for murder; 
yet it cannot be faid, that fuch profecu- 
tor is hurt either in his perfon, goods, 
or character; and the criminal profecu- 
tion can go no further than to obtain 
public vengeance. It is true, indeed, 
that he is conneted by family with the 
perfon murdered, and therefore a new 
intereft appears; and, of confequence, 
it would feem to follow, that every per- 
fon who can fhow that he has a connec- 
tion with the fubject of the profecution, 
which the lieges in general have not, 
muft have an intereft to maintain the 
ation in his own name, without the in- 
ftance of his Majefty’s Advocate. 

Pan. The pannel bas admitted the ex- 
ception in the law, whereby private pro- 
fecutors having a legal intereft, are al- 
lowed to purfue; and therefore the que- 
ftion to be confidered is, Whether the 
profecutors have produced any ivterett 
whict can be fultained either upon prin- 
ciples or precedents in the criminal re- 
cords of this country? The intereft of 
the profecutors is fomewhat different ; 
and theretore falls to be differently con- 
fidered. 

Prof. To apply the principle above laid 
down to the prefent cafe, it will only be 
neceflarv to confider the charaéter in 
which the profecutors appear on the face 
of the criminal letters. 

Mr Geddie was a bailie in the bo- 
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Tough at the very time of the tran!gref- 
fions which are the fubje@ of the preient 
profecution ; be falls therefore to be confi- 
Gered as one of the guardians and pro- 
teéiors of the freedom and independency of 
the borough; it was bis duty to maintain 
them by every lawful means, and it was 
equally his duty to take every meafure 
that might have the effcct to prevent, in 
time coming, an attack upon the purity 
or chattity of the borough, or upon the 
morals of its inhabitants. But no other 
imethod could be fo eifectual tor that pur- 
pole as a criminal projecution ef this 
kind. The wileit laws are of no fignifi- 
cance, uniefs they are carried into ex-- 
cution; whereas one example of public 
\ilice upon the tranlgreflors of thele 
jaws may be the means of renderip a 
fecond exertion of thein altogether un- 

Pan. Deftru@tive as the tendency 
bribery may be, it will not be faid that 
it is More or even equally enormous with 
a multitude of other crimes that can be 
mentioned. Murder, adultery, theft, 
and the pannel will bep leave to add 
drunkennels to the catulogue, are all of 
them equally deiiruétive of the chattity 
and pusity of the morals ef the borough, 
and equaliy repugnant to the well-being 
or its conitnution; and therefore the 
firft concluficn tlowing from the profecu- 
tors doéirine is, that every mapiftrate 
and countellor of every royal borough in 
Scotiand ts intitled to aflume the charac- 
ter of calummniator publicus in every crime 
committed within or concerned in the 
well-being of the borough. 

But this is not all; the powers and 
juritdidtion of the juftices of peace in 
counties is cumulative with that 
the magiftrates and counfellors in the be- 
roughs within their county ; and there- 


liars 


And the matter does not flop here: 
for the juthees of peace would bkewile 
be intitled to the fame power with regard 
to every crime committed within their re- 
fective Cour iies: fo that really, if a 
tude in ths matter is to de sllowed, there 
is ho dehning how far the prulecutors 
prpaple would carry as. Tf vepue and 
mcehinite intereits to be acmitted, 
every indi-iduel of the kingdom imey fay 
he is liable to be taxed, and fuhj-2t to 
the laws of the realm, and may theres 
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fore lay claim to his title of purfuing a 
crime fo immediately tending to affea 
the purity of reprefentation in pariia- 
ment. 

Prof. Let it be fuppofed, that the Mi. 
chaelmas election of miagittrates and 

“counlsllors had been overawed by force, 
and that thereby Mr Dempfter had been 
able to introduce fuch a fet of magiftrates 
and counfellors as would fecure to him a 
majority of votes in the election of a de- 
lepate to be cholen by the borough; 
would it not, in that event, have been 
competent to Mr Geddie, as one of the 
chicf mapiftrates of the place, to have 
maintained a criminal profecution againft 
thofe who had ufed the force ? It is 
humbly thought, that fuch profecution 
would have been perfectly competent; 
and, if fo, it is dithcult to conceive why 
it fbould not be equally competent to 
him to protecute thofe who have been 
guiitv of bribery for the like purpofes. 

Pan. The anfwer to this quettion de- 
pends entirely upon the circumftances of 
the force. If one or two individuals had 
been privately with-held from the meet- 
ing by force, whatever civil action might 
have been competent to any member of 
council to remedy the wrong, the pane 
nel does deny the competency of any crt- 
minal adion for the forcible detention 
at the inftance of any but the perfon 
himfelf who was detained ; and the fame 
with regard to the caie of the bribery of 
individuals, except in the cafe where the 
popular aétion is given under the statute. 
But, on the other hand, if the force was 
exercifed in a riotous and tumultuous 
manner apainft the meeting of the coun- 
cil in general, then no doubt a criminal 
profecution might have been futtained at 
the inftance of any of the individuals, 
becaufe directed egainft each of them 
perfonally. However, even in this cale, 
it would te more regular to have the ac- 
tion brought at the inftance of the pu- 

lic prefecutor, 

Prof. With regard to Mr Macintoil, 
he had declared himfelf a candidate for 
being chofen to ferve as member of pat- 
liament for the diflriét, before any 
the aéts of bribery libelled had bees 
committed, and was chofeu a guild-coun- 
fellor of the borough of Cupar in Fife at 
the lat Michaelmas election, and 
upon the leet for the ciice of provolls 
volefs therefore he can be allowed 
have an intereft, it is abflutely impol- 
fible to figure an intere!t that any pe 
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arty can have to profecute for a crime 
of this nature: the bribery was directly 
levelled at him, and was practifed with 
no other view than to overturn the in- 
tere(t he had ettablifhed in the borough, 
and to fecure to the pannel a majority 
of voices in the eleftion of the celepate. 

It was indeed oblerved, that the lols 
which Mr Macintofh has fuffered, may 
be repaired bw the civil ation depending 
before the court of feflion. Bat thot) is 
amatter of no conlequence to the pre- 
fent quefion: a perfon whole goods 
have been ftole, may fue for reftitution 
before the civil court ; navy, he mav vin- 
dicate them from a third perty; but, 
this notwithftanding, he will be intitled 
to maintain a criminal profecution a- 
the thief ad vindiciam publicam. 

Pau. With repard to Mr Macintofh’s 
character ac countellor, the fame cobfer- 
vations apply to it as to Mr Geddie; 
with this addition, That his intereft in 
that re‘peét is rather weaker, in fo fer 
ashe was net a counfellor at the time 
the bribery is (aid to have been commit- 
ted within the borough ; and therefore 
can have no more title, in the view of 
prelerving the morals of the borough, to 
porfue this bribery, than any other crime 
which may have been committed any pi- 
ver! number of years paft. 

In fo far as Mr Macintofh claims a 
title on account of his candidatethip ei- 
ther for provoit or member of parliament, 
the pannel does likewife deny that this 
is an intereit which the law can acknow- 
ledoe. Tt may be true, that now-a-davs 
fuch offices are fought after with the moft 
€aper attention ; but it is likewile true, 
thot in the idea of law, they are confi- 
cred, not as rights or privileges, but, 
©” the contrary, as burdens or fervices 
vhich men are compelled to undertake : 
 wonld therefore be fomewhat abdfurd, 
i a perfon was allowed to purfue crimi- 
Nally, becaufe he was prevented from 
uscertaking an office which the law cone 
filered as a burden. 

The only pround upon which a perfon 
Cams a right to purfue criminaliy, is 
becaule he is burt. Now, it is impoflible 
hot, ina legal fenfe, any perfon can be 
hurt or jajured without having it in his 
— to fue for reparation of that ine 
ury, 

Accordingly, if your Lordfhips will at- 
tn to every cafe where the interett 
ofa | rvate profecutor i3 admitted fo as 
te purlue criminally, the fame intereft 


would warrant him to purfue repara- 
tion before a civil court. In the cale 
of murder, there is the action of affyvth- 
ment; in the cafeof a rape, an action is 
folatium and for damages is likewile come 
petent ; in’ theft, the adlion for rethtues 
tion is undoubted ; and upon exami- 
nation, will be found to hold with re- 
gard to other cafes. 

Here then is a clear and invariable 
rule of law by which this matter may be 
at all times eafily exolicated, and the 
boundaries property defined betwixt the 
rule of jaw, That there fhould be oo 
popular udtions, and the exception from 
that rule, That every perfon having a 
legal interett is intitled to puriae. 

By this rule then fet the prefent que- 
iow be tried, and the pannel begs leave 
to cfk, whether Mr Macintoth would be 
allowed to purive a civil action for repara- 
tion of damapes, becante he hac beet 
difaprointed in his eledtion either as pro- 
volt or member of parliament ? He cer- 
tainly would not. This was ene of the 
Guettions {tated to Englith countel in the 
queflion betwixt Sir Jobu Gordon aod 
Col. Scott ; and the ant ver ot Sir Jobn’s 
own counlfel was, that he never kuew 
fuch an action, and did not believe it 
would fe. 

It is, however, unneceflary to dwell 
longer upon this argument ; for it is in a 
manner admitted on the part of the pro- 
fecutors, that Mr Macintoth’s interett as 
a candidate would net give him a legal 
intereft to purfue this adiion for, in 
{wer to the arpument which the pannel 
drew from the cale of Sir John Gordon, 
defiring to compel his Majetty’s advocate 
to profecute Col. Scott at his own in- 
ftance, becaule he was advifed he had no 
intereit to purfue in his own name, the 
profecutor fays, ** That Sir John Gor- 
don wes no mapiftrate or countelior, but, 
quilibet ¢€ populo, having no title; and 
therefore had no other method left but 
by applying tothe public profecutor to take 
up the cudgels for the public intereft.” 
Sir John Gordon was a candidate fulj as 
ferioufly as Mr Macintofh; and therefore 
if his character, as a declared candidate, 
agamit Col. Scott, did not pive him a 
title to purfue, it does not occur upon 
whet principle the intereft of Mr Macm- 
tofh can be one bit tlronger in oppolition 
to Mr Dempfter. 

Pref. The profecutors will beg leave 
to mention an example of a criminal pro- 
fecution, fuftained at the inflance of a 
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private party, where bis intere(t was 
nuch more semote than theirs, viz. the 
cate of Mr Lockhart of Lee, who main- 
toined a a@tion at his own in- 
ftance, agemit certain perfons who had 
been guilty of riots in the town of La- 
ne kK, in oppofition to the fettlement of 
2 Rev. Gentieman, to whom, as patron 
of the parith, be had given a prefenta- 
tion. It cannot be faid, that Mr Lock- 
hart was by thefe riots hurt, either in 
his perfon, goods, family, or charaéter ; 
yet, this notwithftanding, his connection 
with the caufe of the riots was deemed 
a futhcient intereft to intitle him to main- 
tain the fuit ; and feveral of the pannels 
were lound guilty, and condemned. 

Pan. The fettlement of Mr Lockhart’s 
prelentee to the kirk of Lanerk was ob- 
itructed by the rioters afterwards brought 
to trial; unlels, therefore, the profecu- 
tors can mamtain, dire@ily in the face of 
Jaw, that aright of patronage is not a 
right of property, it is impotlible to main- 
tain, that a riot, obtiruéting the fettle- 
ment of his prefemtee, did not affeét Mr 
Lockhart in his goods or property. 

Prof. Nor will the allowing perions to 
projecute who have fuch an intereft as 
the prefent profecutors, ever be attended 
with any bad conlequences. The con- 
currence of his Majetty’s Advocate is ab- 
foluiely required: and although few in- 
flances may be found, where it has Leen 
necefiary for him to refofe that concur- 
rence; vet, if he is fati:fied, and can 
flow, that there is no foundation for a 
profecution, he inuft certainly be intitled 
to with-bold it. It is made neceffary, 
in order to give a check to private par- 
ties, whofe rejentment may fometimes 
carry them beyond proper bound,. Ir is 
therefore abfurd to fuppofe, that he is ob- 
liged to grant it in every cafe. On the 
other hand, the profecutors will be al- 
lowed to fay, that if the objeétion made 
to their titie fhali be futtained, no profe- 
cution of this kind may probably ever 
take place. Tranigreiiions of this na- 
ture, however prejudicial to the confti- 
tution, are become too common to be 
viewed by the generality of the people 
m that Hight in which they ought to ap- 
pear; and perhaps a public othcer might 
he thought rather too rigorous, were he, 
of his own accord, to apply to the cri- 
minal courts ogainit the offenders, who 
are gencraliy men of rank and fortune, 
and who, were it not for their errer in 
overlooking the coulequences and bad 
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tendency of their mifconduét in that pare 
ticular, would be moft worthy of the pu. 
blic efteem ; and the profecutors will be 
allowed to think, that, on that account, 
it would be more expedient to fuftain the 
title of thofe who are immediately aflea- 
ed with the coniequences of the bribery, 
and who are conneéted as mapiltrates and 
counlellors with the borough where it has 
been praétifed, than to find that they 
have no intereft to profecute. 

Pan. The pannel muft be forgiven to 
objeét to this doétrine in all its parts, 
For, 1. He does humbly deny that there 
is any neceflity for fuch aétions as this, in 
order to curb bribery, in fo far as it is in 
apy one degree prejudicial tothe freedom 
of elections. The eleéion itfelf, in fo 
far as corrupted, is remediable by the 
civil a@ien well known to your Lordfhips; 
and in faé& this very election for the 
town of Cupar made at Michaelmas lait, 
is at prefent in dependence for recuétion 
before the court of feflion, and almoft 
the fume witneffes examined in the one 
that have been cited in the other. Bee 
fides this civil aétion known in law for 
the reduation of the election, the ftatute 
2° Geo. I]. has given a criminal aion 
for high penalties where it thought a cri- 
minal a@ion was proper or expedient; 
and therefore it really does not occur e- 
ven what reafon there is to wifh for more 
actions relative to bribery than what the 
law has already introduced. But, 

2. If your Lordihips will have this ation 
at common law likewife introduced, the 
pannel can fee no reafon why, more than 
any other public crime, it may not be left 
to the cool and difpafionate attention of 
the public profecutor. In theory, per- 
haps, it mav have a very finguiar appear- 
ance, that fo much power thould be velted 
in any one men, of that the Advocate of 
Scotland fhould be upon a footing with the 
grand jury of England: but experience 
the fureft teit to refort to; and if the pane 
nel is rightly informed, an example 
fcarce be produced, where, fiace the cr 
minal law of this country was efteblilhed 
upon a regular footing, that officer of the 
law was {uipected of abufing his truit, bY 
relaxing where feverity was proper, of 
by rigorous meafures, where meatures 
a contrary kind would have been mre 
proper. And the pannel fhell in 
obferve, that if on anv occafion he {hou 
appear more remifs than he ought to Of, 
your Lord{hips would nave, as ulvel 


biany cafes, an opportunity of 
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him of bis duty, as moft of thofe bribery- 
quettions come before you in another 
charadler. 

But fince the profecutors have indul- 
ged themfelves with pointing out imagi- 
nary confequences if their title fhould 
not be futtained, the pannel will be for- 
given to take notice of moft real and cer- 
tain conlequences in cafe it fhall be fuf- 
tained. 

It is needlefs minutely to tell your 
Lordthips of that plentiful crop of liti- 
gation which enfues in the civil court on 
occafion of every difputed election for a 
member of parliament ; you know it 
well to your fad experience: but what 
will be the refult, if this new door for 
litigation is opened, it is impoflible for 
any perfon to foretell. It needs but a 
beginning to make it fafhionable ; and 
as it feems to be a maxim now fully e- 
ftablifhed in the political praftice of this 
country, that no eleétion muft be loft 
without the candidate doing honour to 
himfelf and his party by two or three 
law-fuits in the civil courts ; fo, if your 
Lordfhips fhall go on to eftablifh, in the 
frit place, that every {pecies of bribery, 
and inevery degree, is profecutable as 
a crime at common law; and, in the [e- 
cond place, that it can be purfued at 
the inftance of any perfon who may con- 
ceive hinfelf to be injured; it is ob- 
vious, that the animofity and keennefs of 
political contefts will foon be as produc- 
tive of criminal profecutions as they now 
are of civil queftions ; the honour of the 
party will become as much interefted to 
8° through with the one, as it now is to 
carry on the other. 

And here your Lordthips will not fail 
to obferve how wide the field is. It is 
hot money alone which law confiders as 
a bribe, but every office, gratuity, pro- 
mile, or even hint of gratuity, are all 
culpable in the eve of law; fo that when 
every circumftance which may occur on 
Occchion of a warm contefted eleGion is 
apgravated and augmented by party-rape 
and political refentment, it is left with 
your Lordfhips to judge what a field mu‘t 
Mevitably open in every borough and 
Cunty of the kingdom. The pannel a- 
to mention the train of fallehood 
end perjuries which muft neceffarily en- 
fue: thefe are too obvious to require 
Particular notice. 

Phe profecutors fay, that all thefe con- 
ences will be futhciently guarded a- 
gainit by the concourfe of bis Majefly’s 
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Advocate, which will not be given to 
authorife malicious profecutions. But 
your Lordfhips know, that this anfwee 
is a mere farce, when you attend to the 
manner in which the concourfe of his Ma- 


jefty’s Advocate is given. The concourle 


makes the title neither better nor worfe; 
and therefore is given as a matter of 
courfe. It has even been doubted how 
fur his Majefty’s Advocate is at liberty 
to refufe it. Certain it is, that whea 
Sir Thomas Hope his Majefty’s Advocate 
refuled to fubfcribe two bills of improba- 
tion, the court of feflion compelled biin 
to do fo; and by an aét of federunt, 
bearing date in January 1633, it made 
a general order concerning the duty of 
his Majefty’s Advocate in all fimilar ca- 
fes. But whether he is or is not at li- 
berty to refule, it will in no fhape vary 
the argument ; for if the title and inte- 
re(t of tuch profecutors as the prefent is 
once fuftained, no Advocate will ever 
take it upon him to refule it to any per- 
fon, who, in the height of political fren- 
zy, can in no event be difticulted to fup- 
port his demand by bold averment. 

Prof. The only other defence pleaded 
upon the part of the pannel was, That 
the libel, fo far as it fubfumed, that he 
had attempted to corrupt, or attempted 
to procure, and made offers which were 
not accepted of, was clearly not relevant. 

The profecutors will readily agree, 
that a mere intention to commit a 
crime, where no ouvert a@ is done with 
a view to carry it into execution, is not 
the fubje@t of punifhment. It is indeed 
impoflible to prove fuch intention; and 
even though it were capable of proof, it 
ought to be prefumed, that he who had 
done nothing to carry it into execution, 
had immediately repented of it. But the 
cafe is very different, where not only an 
intention is conceived in the mind, but 
likewile an attempt made to execute that 
intention. In that cafe there is no roons 
for the prefuinption of repentance ; and 
punifhment ought to be infiicted ; though, 
no coubt, the meafure therecf ought 
greatly to depend upon the nature and 
mode of the attempt. 

[Here quotations are given from /. ¢. 
pr. ff. De extraord. crim.: 1. ad. ler. 
Corn. de fic. et venef.; Puffendorff, de jure 
nature et gentium, hb. & cap. 3. § 18.5 
and Sir G. Mackenzie, Crim. tit. 1. § 4.] 

After what bas been faid, jt will ie- 
quire few words to fhow, that he who 
attempts to corrupt, by offers, or 
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miles of money or rewards, is e- 
qualiv guilty, whether thele offers or 
promifes are accepted or not. He has 
done every thing upon his part to the 
completion of the crime; and he ought 
not to be allowed to avail himlelf of the 
virtue of thofe to whoin the offers or pro- 
miles were made. 

The crime moft fimilar to that which 
is the fubject of the prefent profecution, 
is the bribing of judges ; and the author 
who was Jait appealed to, lays it down 
ze an eftablithed rule, that the attempt, 
uli pervenit ad aclum proximum, is equally 
punithable as if had taken effe@ : ** He 
alio who corrupts the judges is punifhable 
with the ponifliment of falfehood, 
ed l. Oui explicandi, c. de accuf.; which 
holds, thou, h the judge accept not the 
bribe: he ts ponithable be endeavours; 
pervenit ad ctlum proximum. Menoch. de 
Arb. Caf. 243." Mackenzie's Criminals, 
dib. 1. Ht. 25. 3. 

Pan. Although bribery itfelf were punifh- 
able both at common law and by ftatute, 
the pannel does humbly difpute, that an 
atlempt to gaia a vote by money, or the 
promife of imoney, is puntthable as a 
crime. Biibery is not an idea known in 
the law of nature, or the general rules 
of morality; and therefore, beinp ftatue 
tory and municipal, it is the Rotuie mult 
cetermine how far it is necetiary it 
fliould proceed before it is to be viewed 
as partaking of a criminal nature. 

Now, when the flstutes retpecting 
this fubje@ are looked into, your Lord- 
{hips will oblerve, that an attempt to 
bribe is never ftipmatzed as criminal, 
unlefs the corruption hes actuaily taken 
ete ; and therefore, although the pro- 
fecutors were even to prevail in their 
contiru@tive reafoning, that every degree 
ot bribery was to be efteemed criminal, 
becaule the criminality of b:ibery in pe- 
neral was eftablitlied by flatute, till 
even thet atpument would not carry them 
through in this part of their inciétment ; 
tor the criminality of an attempt to bribe 
is eflublifhed by no ftatute. 

Nor will the authorities reforted to by 
the prolecutors them; for, by their 
own fhowing, authors are not at one up- 
on the point: and even as to thole cates 
where they oo conider an attempt toe 
Wards a crime to be in itfelf criminal, 
the very attempt in thofe cafes does care 
ty clong withit.a diftina ipecies of crimes 
for example, although an attempt to 
poilon of to @ mun not 


amount to the crime of murder, {till it 
is punithable of itlelf; becaule it is eri. 
minal to bring any of his Majefly’s lieges 
into a terror for their lives. The fame 
oblervation and reatoning will apply to 
moft other cales where attempts to com. 
mit crimes are confidered as punithable. 

But further, although it thould be 
thought, that both bribery and attempts 
to bribe are criminal, ftill the profecu- 
tors do not advert to the additional, and, 
with fobmifion, unanfwerable obje@ion 
that would lie to their title of purfuing 
upon this part of the indidtment. A pri- 
vate profecutor muit furely have fuffered 
a hurt of {ome kind or another before 
be can complain: bat the pannel can- 
not pofhibiy dilcover where is the burt 
fulsained by thefe profecutors, when, by 
the thowing of their own libel, the at- 
tempts to hurt them were totally unfuc- 
celsful. If your Lordihips thall be of o- 
pinion, contrary to the expettations of 
the pannel, both that bribery and at- 
tempts to bribe were crimes at common 
lew, proiecutable at the inftance of the 
pudlic profecuior, and likewife that bribe- 
ry 2@ually committed was profecutable 
at the inftance of a private puriuer who 
has been hurt; fill, how attempts can 
be profecuted at the inftance of a pri- 
vate purfuer who confetiedly is not hurt 
is to the pannel incomprehenfible. 


This caufe was continued by different 
adjournments. On the 2gth of June 
leave was given the profecutors to give 
in an additional paper if they thought fit, 
and the pannel to fee, and an{wer it; 
but no additional papers were given 10. 
On the rit of Augutt, after the Lords had 
feverallvy delivered their opinions, the 
tollowing judgement was given. 

** The Lords Juftice Clerk and Come 
miftioners of Jufticiary, having confider- 
ed the criminal libel purfued at the in- 
ttance of Robert Geddie junior, merchant 
in Copar in Five, and Robert Macintoth, 
Elg; Advocate, with concourte of his Ma- 
jetty’s Advocate, apainft George Demp- 
fter, E'q; of Dunnicher, with the de- 
bate and informations thereupon, repel! 
the defence, That bribery and corruption 
in the ele@tion of magi trates anc counfel- 
lors of a royal borough, or in the elec- 
tion of a commifioner or celegate of 
fuch borough, is not a crime by the 
mon law of Scotland, and aétionable in 
this court: bur find the libel, fo far as 
it charges, That the pannel dia, by ae 
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felf, or by others emploved by him, cor- 

rupt, Or attempt to corrupt, by gifts or 

rewards, or by promifes, agreements, or 

fecurities, for pifts or rewards, a numer 

of the members ef the town-council of 

the borough ef Cupar; and allo fo far as 

it cherges, That the pannel, upon one 

or other of the days of the months of 
Aupott, September, or Ooler, did, by 

hinleif, or by others employed by him, 

by gifts or rewards, or bv promifes, a- 

greements, or fecurities, for gifts or re- 

wards, corrupt, or attempt to corrupt, 

or by corruption procure, or attempt to 

procure, David Ritchie, James Tod, Tho- 

mas Greig, Alexander Miller, Pvrimrofe 
Rymer, James Sibbald, and David Duon- 
can, all counfellors of the faid borough 
of Cupar, or one or other of them, or 
one or other of the other perfons then or 
now members of the council of faid bo- 
rough, to give their votes for certain per- 
fons, and not to give their votes for other 
perfons, at the lait annual ele@ion of ma- 
piitrates and counfellors, and to give, or 
promile to pive, their votes in the choice 
of the commiflioner or delegate as there- 
in mentioned, vague and uncertain, as 
to place, mode, and circumftances of the 
crime libelled; and that the pannel, up- 
on acherge fo vague and uncertain, can- 
not be remitted to the knowledge of an 
alize: And as to the remaining articles 
of the libel, refpeéting the pannel’s at- 
tempts to corrupt James Morres, James 
Thomion, John Smith, James Campbell, 
aud David Preflon; in refpeét it is not 
charged that thefe attempts were effec- 
tual, or that any corrupt bargain was 
concluded, betwixt the pannel and all or 
any of thefe perfons, or that they or any 
of them voted in the faid eleétion of ma- 
filtrates and counfellors, or in the elec- 
ton of the commitlioner or delegate of 
the laid borough, in oppofition to the in- 
tereft of the faid complainers, find, That 
tey have no proper title to bring this 
Protecution againit the pannel, upon the 
facts fo charged, the faid profecution be- 
with concourle, and not at the 
latance, of his Majelty’s Advocate: and 
therefore difmifs the faid criminal libel, 
#ud the pannel from the bar.” 
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—— And more particulorly, the feid 
scorze Dempfter, upon the 2gth or 30th

Mr Urnan, Aug. 1768,

506. ed. var. without any notice of bis 
letting fail, or ‘the proper dilpefition and 
preparation for it; and then pretently a- 
pain we find the crew on fhore, refreth- 
ing themnfeives, and preparing for failing, 
without the leaft bint of their having 
landed. 

Now, furely, all this muft appear very 
abrupt, unnatural, and incoherent, fo 
as can never be confiftent with the 
chara¢ter of fuch an accurate writer as 
Virgil. 

But now, to remedy this, do but omit 
thefe two veries, Provehimur, aid all 
will be found natu al, reguiar, and beau- 
tiful, worthy of the fine author. 

But here it may be faid, ** What will 
becume of thofe two verfes? are they 
not Virgil’s 2?” Yes verily. —And 
will find them a place where they fhall 
be of fervice, and add to the regularity 
of the poem. 

Let them be put after the saoth verfe 
(pandimus alas), and every one who has 
any tafte for Virgil, will fee with what 
propriety and acvantage they come in 
thee.
